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much as 50 or 60 thousand dollars and we assumed that, but we
got lucky somehow here and it is only going to cost about 7,500,
and part of that will go away the First year, then there will be
an 1,800 dollar annual licensing fee, which is mandatory. It is
just the dollars that it takes to carry out this program. |
think it"s a reasonable amount. No needed help, we thought to
start with we would have to have some additional help, that is
not required. They are going to absorb that in the department
so with this one 1 think we lucked out here.
